THE PHILIPPINES. 


It is evident that President Mc­ 
Kinley and his advisers are willing to 
settle the war and give the Philippines 
back to Spain. The American people 
do not want the Philippines but there 
will be a strong protest against giving 
them back to Spain. 


In settling up this war business the 
United States above all things should 
keep its skirts clear from all forms of 
dishonor.

The city of Glient, in Belgium, is 
built on 26 islands. 
These islands aro 
connectcd with cach other by 80 
bliviges. The city has 800 streets and 80 
public squares. It is noted for being the 
birthplace of Charles V and of Jolin of 
Gaunt, whom Shakespeare called “ timo 
honored Lancaster, ” and as the scene of 
the pacification of Ghent Nov. 8, 1570, 
and of several insurrections, sieges îuid 
executions of well known personages. It 
is associated with Anierirjui history by 
the treaty made there Dec. 2 i, 1814, 
terminating the second war between 
£ugland and the United States, known 
as the war of 1812. 


Amsterdam, in Holland, is built on 
piles driven far below the water into 
the earth. The city is intersectud hy 
many canals, which nre sjjunned by 
nearly 300 bridges, and rcsendjles Ven­ 
ice in the mingling of land and water, 
though it is considerably larger than 
that city. 
The canals divide the city, 
which is about tt^n miles in circumfer­ 
ence, into 90 islands. 


The city of Venice is built on 80 
islets, which are connected by nearly 
400 bridges. Canals .serve for streets in 
Venice, and boats, called gondolas, for 
carriages. 
The bridges are, as a rule, 
very steep, rising considerably in the 
middle, but have easy steps. The cir­ 
cumference of the city is about eight 
miles. The Venetians joined the Lom­ 
bard League against the German em­ 
peror, and, in 117?, gained a groat vic­ 
tory in defense of Pope Al(;xandur III, 
over the fleet of war ves.sels headed by 
Otto, son of Friîderic Barbarossa. 
In 
gratitude for this victory the pope gave 
the Doge Ziani a ring, and instituted 
the world famous ceremony of “ Venico 
Idarrying the Adriatic Sea.” 
In this 
ceremony the doge, as the chief ruler of 
Venice used to be termed, with appro­ 
priate ceremonies dropped a ring into 
the sea every year in récognition of 
the wealth and trade carried lo Venice 
by the Adriatic.

**The most important and the mo.st 
beautiful custom of theDunkers istlu ir 
love feast, which they celebrate in com­ 
memoration of the Lord's supper, after 
the manner ot the primitive Chris­ 
tians, ” writes Cl ilTord Howard in de­ 
scribing the customs of the Dunkers of 
Ephrata, Lancjister county, Pa., in The 
Ladies* Honui .lournal. 


“ The celebration is held at nightfall 
and begins with the rite of feet wash­ 
ing, in imitation of the act performed 
by the Master at the last supper, when 
ho w'ashed the feet of his disciples. 
Small tubs of lukewarm water are 
brought in, and those about to receive 
the ordinance remove their shoes aud 
stockings. Tho brothers then in turn, 
each ono girding himsidf with a towel, 
wash and dry one another’s feet, tlie 
sisters at the Siime time doing likewise 
among themselves in their part of the 
room. 


“ After this follows tho supper, the 
feast of love, which is spread on long 
tables and consists of lamb soup aud 
bread and other simple viands. It is 
eaten in devout solemnity and rever­ 
ence. At the close of the meal the broth­ 
ers turn to one another and extend the 
right hi:4|P ot fellow.shipand the kiss of 
peace, each one shaking hands with his 
ueighbor and ki.ssing him, while tho 
sisters at tluiir tables perform the same 
beautiful rite aniong them.selves. The 
Gomniunion is then udmini.'rtered. ” 


OwiM In Cliicago. 


Chicago iias a novel trade in owls, 
tho supply coming tu the cimuni.ssion 
merchants from tho farmers’ boys in 
the nearby states. 


The iirst owl which came to Chicago 
in this manner was sent as a venture by 
a farmer boy, who had somelujw man 
agod to entrap it alive.

Now a large pt*rei‘utage of 
these men keep an owl down in tlie ci*l 
iar during the daylight and bring it u 
to the store when darline.'-s lalis. 
It is 
said that the expense and care of main 
taining owls are more than repaid l*y 
their services in vaniiuisliing tlie rat 
and mice. 
The owners and janitors of 
the large apartnient house.s in thti cit 
are also beginning to realizu tlie value 
of po.ssessing un owl when rats, miei 
cocikroaches and vermin generally are t( 
bo exterminutod.—Chicago Tiuies-Her 
aid.

The guucUos, or dwellers in tlu^ ex­ 
tensive plains of Bueno.s Ayres, are 
marvelously dexterous with both lumds 
aud feet.

8«nM of Honor. 


It is said that Kidd showed no re­ 
petí tauce when he was tried, but insist­ 
ed that ho was the victim of malicious 
persons who swore falsely against him, 
atid yet a more thorouglily dishonest 
rascal never sailed under the black flag. 
In tho guise of an accredited officer of 
the government he committed the crimes 
he was sent out to suppress. He deceiv­ 
ed his men. He robbed and misused his 
follow countrymen and his friends, and 
ho even descended to the meanness of 
cheating and despoiling tho natives of 
the West India ishmds with whom he 
traded. 
These people were in the habit 
of supplying pirates with food and other 
necesiraries, and they always found their 
rough customers entirely honest and 
willing to pay for what they received, 
for as the pirates made a practice of 
stopping at certain points for supplies 
they wi.siied of course to be on good 
teriiiH with those who turnished them. 
But Kidd had no ideas of honor toward 
people of high or low degree. He would 
trade with the natives as if he intended 
to treat them fairly and pay for all ho 
got, but when the time came for him to 
depart and he was ready to weigh an­ 
chor he would seize all the commodi- 
ti(\s he could lay his hands on and 
without paying a copper to the distress­ 
ed and indignant Indians ho would gay- 
ly sail away, his black flag flaunting 
derisively- in tho wind. 


Bnt although in reality Captain Kidd 
was no hero, ho has been known for a 
century and more as the great American 
pirate, and his name has been repre­ 
sentative of piracy ever since. 
Years 
after ho had been hung, when people 
heard that a ves.<el with a bhusk flag— 
or one which looked blaek in the dis­ 
tance—Hying from its rigging had been 
Seen, tliey lorgot that the famous pirate 
wus dead and imagined that Captain 
Kidd was visiting vlieirpartuf the coast 
in order that he might Iind a g(Jod place 
to bury some treasure whic.’h it was no 
h'liger safe for bun to carry about.-— 
Frank K. Stockton in Century.

How d o e s a bank help tho farmer? 
With the approach of tho time for 
plowing and planting, seeds and fer­ 
tilizer will be necessary. 
How can tho 
farmer buy them if the last season was 
a poor one? 
He has spent all of his 
earnings in running the household dur­ 
ing the long winter. 
He goes to tho 
dealer in fertilizer in the nearest vil­ 
lage and asks, “ What is the price of 
fertilizer a ton?” 


“ Fifty dollars,” the dealer replies. 
“ Well, I will need two tons, and 
that will amount to $100.” 


“ Yes. Take it along now?” 
“ I haven’t tho ready cash just now, 
but” — 


“ Oh, that’s all right. I know you’re 
good for it. 
Take it along and give mo 
your note payable iu four months. 
By 
that time your crops will be yielding a 
profit. ’ ’ 


Tho farmer gives his note; tho dealer 
indorses it and gives it in payment to 
tho wholesaler from whom ho gets tho 
fertilizer; tho wholesaler sends it to tho 
manufacturer of tho fertilizer, who in 
turn takes it to his bank and boiTows 
tho money on it less the interest. 


Tho farmer gets his seed in tho same 
way aud at tho time of the expiration 
of tho notes is able to meet his obliga­ 
tions. 


Thus, instead of tho farmer being 
compelled to wait until he can get tho 
cash to pay before he can buy the fer­ 
tilizer anil seed, he obtains them when 
ho needs them. 
The dealer, instead of 
having to wait until the farmer gets the 
money before ho can sell his goods, .sells 
them in the proper season and receives 
what is to him practically cash. 
Tho 
wholesaler receives from tho retailer 
what is as good as cash to him, and tho 
manufacturer ri.ceives virtually cash 
from the wh<ile.s:iler. 


How would all this be possible were 
it not that the bankers had collected the 
idle money of other people and wero 
able t«) lend it out to good advantage? 
Tho farm would go unplanted; tho 
ground would go untilled; there W’oukl 
be no crops to yield a profit. 


That's where the bank helps the 
farmer.—New York Press.
